The colonel didn't make ii 
and has no part in the distribution 
which is being handled by a large 
eastern shoe manufacturing concern 
but he is responsible for the idea. 


They sometimes tell you that an 


army is jno better than its feet. 
It 


wasn't very Ions ago that a certain 
branch of the hew army was found 
to be very poorly-fitted In shoes 
•something like SO per cent wearing 
shoes that did not fit properly. The 
chief trouble was that the men got 
their shoes too short 


Colonel Ashburn. who has done 25 


years in the regular army, .was in 
Boston an'd had as a guest a wealthy 
shoe manufacturer who wanted to 
do something for his country. 


Colonel Ashburn hit upon the idea 


of the foolproof shoe-fitter and the 
manufacturer is now turning them 
out at a very low cost. 


The "fitter" consists of a kit con- 


taining fitters of as many sizes as 
there are sizes of shoes. It is noth- 
ing more than a thin piece of mcta 
an inch wide which is fitted snugly 
into the shoe, touching the inside ol 
the toe and the heel of the shoe. At 
the toe is a piece of metal aboui 
half an inch thick, rounded so that 
it fits the very top of the toe of the 
shoe. 
The "fitter" is pat In the 


shoe and the soldier then puts on the 
boot 
The metal-tip takes up the 


"extra" room in the toe—the room 
that should be -allowed in the toe 
of each shoe. If he can get bis foot 
inside so that the big or great toe 
just touches the metal-tip, then he 
has a fit so far as length is concern- 
ed—and that's the moat important 
part The fitter is removed, the size 
of the soldier's foot made a matter 
of record nnd thereafter when a pair 
of shoes is issued to that soldier, 
he gets what the record shows.,

WAR TAX ON ALL 


THEATRE TICKETS 


In conversation with Manager George 
M. Penborg, of the Auditorium, the fol- 
lowing facts were learned 
regai'dini; 
the new theatrical wax tax that S'oca 
into eMect Nov. 1st. Mr. Fcnbere said: 
"On and after November 1st you'll have 
to'pay Uncle Sam one cent for every 
dime, one dime tor. .every dollar you 
•pend for show tickets. 
Even though 
you're lucky enough to,get a pass, yoi 
Will have to pay.10 per'cent '61 the val 
Ue of yolir seat, or .seats.' to help cover 
this new revenue war tax. 
."Even dramatic 
critics—oh, joy! 
Will have to dig up 15''Cents for ever> 
$1.60 seat they use or occupy. The ad- 
mission tax applies to all free admis- 
sions except bona fide.- employes of ni\ 
theater, police in uniform, or municipa 
officers on official business and chil- 
dren under 12 years of age. 


• "I liave been notified that the gov- 
ernment will take my 
word for 
the 
afnount of the tax due to Dec. 1—this 
revenue is payable at the end of each 
month—and I will have to make a re- 
pdrt on every ticket sold, every pass is 
sued, etc. 
.'^'The gist of the new admissions tax 
law as formed toy the government and 
its enforcement is as follows: 
''"The war tax-on admissions to place 
of amusement, including' legitimate, mo- 
tion picture and all other theaters, pro- 
vides that a tax or one cent for each 10 
cents or "fraction thereof shall be paid 
by the person paying for such admis- 
sion. 
This applies to all paid admis- 
sions except to those places of amuse- 
ment which have a maximum admission 
of five cents and to admissions 
for 
children under K years of age. In the 
case of a child under 12 the admission 
tax is but one cent regardless of the 
amount of admission paid for such a 
child. Where the maximum admission 
charge is five cents no tax is levied. 


• "To illustrate: The tax on a ten cent 
admission will be one cent; on a fif- 
teen cent admission, two cents: on a 
twenty cent admission, two cents: on a 
twenty-five cent admission, three cents: 
on a thirty cent admission, three cents: 
O» a fifty cent admission, five cents: on 
a> seventy-five cent 
admission, ten 
cents; on a dollar admission, ten cents; 
da a one dollar and fifty 
admission, 
fifteen cents, and so on. In the case of 
children under twelve, the tax is one 
cent regardless whether the admission 
paid is ten cents, a dollar, or more. 
"Persons using passes must pay the 
same tax that they would have paid if 
the admission had been 
paid for 
at 
the regular box office price. In other

"These taxes will not apply to ad- 
missions where all the proceeds inure 
exclusively to the benefit of religious, 
educational: or charitable institutions, 
societies or organizations. They do ap- 
ply to benefits for individuals and all 
benefits except those

foregoing' classification.

"The penalties for failure to observe 
the requirement of this new war tax, 
will be noted on forms which will be 
Bent each theater manager as soon as 
the treasury department can have them 
printed, and any manager failing to 
give a-true report, faces a prison and 
fine sentence. 
"Without the moving picture tax, it 
Is estimated the government will real- 
ize approximately $23,00.0.000 from the- 
ater admissions alone, this is only for 
the legitimate, vaudeville and burlesque 
theaters. With the moving picture the- 
aters included, the above amount will be 
swelled considerably. 
. "The moving picture producer has 
been hit hard also, for he must pay a 
tax on each foot of film produced, but 
' as he is placing a tax of 15 cents per 
day. extra on the exhibitor, he is in no 
way affected. 
"As yet I haven't decided how I will 
collect this tax from my patrons but 
Should the prices gro up. they want to 
bear in mind, that it is for the cause of 
humanity, that every extra penny as- 
sessed Is for the U. S.' government."

Oct. 24.—Thirty thousand Ohio boys, 
drawn In the great lottery for mil- 
itary service, yesterday passed in re- 
view for their general and governor, 
the first review since the men drop- 
ped the cares of civilian life to be- 
come soldiers for democracy. 


It took 3$ minutes for the little 


army making up the Eighty-third 
Division to pass the reviewing of- 
ficers and party. 
As the last man 


filed past, Major General E. E. 
Glenn said he was pleased, "well I 
pleased." 


Governor James M. Cox, for whom 


the big pageant had been arranged, 
was almost dumbfounded. 


The review was held under ad- 


verse circumstances. It rained Mon- 
day night and yesterday morning 
and turned cold in the afternoon. S 
Governor Cox and his party was ex-! 
pected earlier than they were able to 
get here and it was necessary to put 
off the pageant until yesterday after- 
noon. The- day was dark and gloomy 
and it was muddy under foot. 


General Glenn and Governor Cox 


responded to toasts at a dinner given 
by the Chillicothe war council. Gen- 
eral Glenn said most of the big prob- 
lems at Camp Sherman had been 
solved, but one of the most import- 
ant, not only for the camp and for 
the men, but for the success of the 
Ohio army, is yet to be assured. 
That, he said, is some means for pro- 
viding for the visits of relatives and 
friends of selective draft soldiers. 
He told of the pledge of Ohio worn-' 
en to build 500 cottages at a cost of 
51,000,000 to take care of these rel- 


the first polntit In Ohio to be de- 
veloped by whiten In the pioneer 
days, tie urged that every Ohio cit- 
izen, "strike down the seed of trea- 
son." and declared that the re- 
resources, Intelligence and patriot- 
ism of Ohio was backing the drafted 
men at Camp Sherman.

general Glenn be kept In command 
of the Ohio boys and that the fates 
be kind to him and his troops.
